white nr. which neither impart taste 
nor smoll to their contents. It is the 
experience of all whom I have spok- 
en to that tho yield of butter is 50 
per cent, below tho average this sum- 
mer, probably owing to the heat 
which has dried up the grass. The 
quality in fully up to the standard.
